Seven-Up Company save memo pads. Free parking facilities near the hotel were ex- 
tended to all NRC membors. All this in response to Bob Gorsuch's fine work of pub-= 
liging our convention in advance and his contacting the various companies, So we 
all will remomber Codar Ravids, and Towa, not only for the "tall com" but for the 
sincere, heart-varming way in which we all fast became part of one happy family.
